and advancing people'Of Europe, we 
SCO immense hordes of a semi-civilized 
race daily seeking her shores, bringing 
wi^ ti^eig%an^j^ pei|)^tuatiugj ^all^ ithQi 
ffigntful ancl unblushing vices of their 
native country. * * * * * 
This ChineBO question hii3 a very inqjor- 
tiint bearing on the f iitiuo of British Co- 
lumbia. It may be tliat mercenary con- 
tractors will endeavor to employ Uhincse 
elavo labor in the construction of the Can- 
adian Pacitlo Railroad, and if this should 
unfortunately prove to bo the case, means 
iriu.stbe adopted by our Provincial Logis 
Inture to stop it at the outset by tho ini' 
])bsitioh of a heavy poll-tax, as tho intro-" 
duction of this class of labor to any great 
extent would prove an eilcfitual barri(>r to 
till, inflow of white immigrants." Tliis 
language is, indeed, in striking contrast 
with tliat by which our ellorts were met 
dunng the first session of tho present 
iJeSislativo' 'Assembly to i)roniote 
siiciia remedy 08 tliOjSe/j//)?e/now suggests. 
Tlu) blatant cant of a local coiitcm- 
j)orary about tho duties wo owed 
totheso people will doubtless still l)o 
within the reader's recollection. Our duty 
to the Chinese, indeed! Surely our lirst 
duty is to ourselves— those of our own 
ml. ' There iS'* hlgh^'anlliontj' for that: 
"He that provideth not for his own first 
hath denied tho faitli, and is worse tlian 
anlnliJel." Witliont in-ofossing to ac- 
cept tlio dogma, "IJritish C(jluml)iii for 
British Colnnibiiuis," in tlio strained and 
straitened sense tauglit by our local con- 
temporary, wo certainly do feel inclined 
to adoptlit^^ttg^nxt the intrusion of such 
a'raoe as tho Oaineso. Tlie abfjvo ox- 
tracts point totlin great railway works as 
douianding especial proti'ctioii against 
Vvluit is very properly ri'gar.led as .slave la- 
bour; l)ut it is (lesorviiig of serious con- 
dideration how far wo would l)o justilied 
in making such distinction of time ami 
circumstance.

And, Ijositlos, with 
how much better faco might it bo said 
thot CUineso labor shall not bo employed 
onibb»i^:teAt'n(iHontil' Works; if the I'ro- 
vinco shall - have set the example 
by eliminating that class of labour 
from those works and industries over 
whicli it may exert a more legitimate 
and direct control.

The Mando steamed away from Dick- 
son, Campbell & Co. 'b wliarf punctually 
at VI noon (the time announced) on Sun- 
day tho 3d instant with tho following pas- 
sengers: Mr. G. J. Findlny, Mr.Ciiniiing- 
hain,Mr. Williscroft, Mr. Mohun, Mr. 
Blinkoiisop, Mr. McEin, Mr. Woodcock, 
ih-. MosP [loland, Mr. McGrath, jSIr. 
Morton, Mr. Couves. Arrived at Nanaimo 
about 10 ji.m. and lay there all Sunday 
night. Early next morning steamed to 
DeiKvrturo Bay and took iu coal at Duns- 
muir's mine. There were there tho Ale- 
thca and a brigantine. Loft Departure 
Bay at 11 a.m. on Monday, -Ith, and ar- 
rived at Alert Bay (Cormorant Island) at 
2:30 p.m. on Tuesday, 5th. Landed Mr. 
McGrath there, took on some wood, and 
proceeded on our voyage at 3 p.m. same 
day. Opposite Alert Bay is the Nimpkish 
Eiver — a good salmon river. Arrived at 
Fort Eupert at 6 p. m. on tho 5th and 
landed Messrs. Mnlmn, Blinkonsop and 
McFee (suvvoyora) there.

We 
we BU-rprisod to find so good a garden so 
far north; it contained vegetables of all 
kinds besides the fruit already named. 
Wo bade good-bye to Mr. Hunt, wifo and 
daughter and to tho surveyors and loft 
Fort Eupert at 7 p.m. Arrived at Bolla 
Bella at 11 a.m. on tho Cth. This is a 
Hudson Bay fort kept by Mr. Kennedy. 
"We took in a little wood here • and f left 
again at 12:30 p.m. Arrived at Port Es- 
i-ingtou, Skcena Eiver, at 11 ' j a.m. on the 
7tli to the Buri^riso of tho good people 
there who did not expect ua in the least. 
It appears to be a thriving place, there 
being two stores besides the H. B. Co.'s 
store; also a saloon and restaurant and 
quite a nnmbor of minors' cabins and In- 
dian houses. "We lauded bur cargo into 
boats, took in -wood and left again Aug. 
8th at 3 p.m. Mr. Eoed, from Germansen 
Crook, was (with the exo-jption of some 
Indian mun and women) tho only passen- 
ger from here. AVe steamed down to 
Wullaput, (Woodcock's Landing,) and 
stayed there a short time to , land some 
freight. This is, no doubt, the site where 
tho iirincipal town should have been; and 
at somo future time tho good people of Es- 
sington will probably move back there. 
Various reasons arc given, viz., Essington 
was chosen by those now doing business 
there; but the writer is convinced (after 
having seen both sites) that the place 
known as Woodcock's Landing, (but 
which, wo hope, will soon bear a more 
euphonious name,) is the proper place 
for tho princii)al town on the Skeena 
Eiver. It i?. accessible both in winter and 
summer, whilst Essington is not, and is 
much easier of approach. Whilst at Es- 
sington WO saw one or two men lately 
from Omineca and wore glad to hear that 
evei-t/ mwi at the mijit-.s- uaii/ulli/ emy.loi/ed, 
Those who had not claims of their own 
were receiving wages at ^0 per day. Al- 
though there aro only about 270 men at 
tho mines, I loarn tlitit more gold will be 
taken out this year than last. Tho news 
on the whole from Omineca ia very en- 
couraging, and wo should not bO surpris- 
ed to lind that considerable more men go 
up next year. A party.;Of first-class pros- 
jjcctors (Join May and Black iJaok) have 
started this year by way of Boar Lake for 
the headwaters of tho Stickeon, and they 
haTO already been heard from at Bear 
Lidto, working their way north towajrds 
tho headwaters of tho Skoona. It is fillly 
expected that thoy will strike rich dig- 
ging, and, if so, there will bo a big ox- 
citoinent next Sjiriug. As Jom May and 
Black .lack aru well-known in California, 
anything which thoy report with their 
names attached to, will bo thoroughly re- 
lied upon. We left Woodcock's at 7:30 
p.m. Friday, 8th, and arrived at Bella 
Bolla on. the homeward trip at 7 p. m. on 
HaturdajK^'ToSk in vood and left- again 
at 10 p.m. aanie "dayl Crossed ' Queen 
Cliarlotto'n Sound early Sunday morning 
and passed Fort Eupert (without calling) 
nt 10:31) a.m. snmo day. Got to Alert Bar 
lit 1 p.m. Sunday. Landed Jlr. Wood- 
cock a:id took on board Mr. McGrath; 
also took in wood nnd proceeded on our 
homeward voyage at 4 p.m. Sunday. Ar- 
rived at Departure Bay at 1p.m. Monday, 
took in coal, and stoamod over to Nanai- 
mo, where wo lay until tip.ni., when wo 
started for Victoria. Tho night was calm 
and bright and wo anchored at Dickson, 
Campbell & Co.'s wharf at 3 a. m,, Tues- 
day, all pleased at having accomplished 
so much iu such a short space of time. 
Tho Liucoln passed us in tho Straits of 
Georgia at 8 a.m. on Monday, llth,bound 
North. Wo dipped ensigns, but did not 
speak hor. Tho weather during tho trip 
\y^B \ret'and disagree Al)le north of Jobnr 



son Straits, but fine both going and com- 
ing south of these Straits. Whilst at Es- 
sington it rained nearly all the time. Tho 
i\hiudo is a oomfortatblo little steamer 
and has made tho triji in good time, not- 
withstanding tho delay at Niuiaia.o on 
Sunday, the 3rd, (having lain there all 
night) she has only been away 8 day.s and 
15 hours. Captain Holmes is a very care- 
ful commander and wo can testify to his 
unwearied watolifulnoss of the shiii and 
passengers committed to his charge. The 
steward is civil and obliging, and, putithe 
whole, the passengers were mode as pom;

From very interesting statistics laid be- 
fore the public wo extract tho following 
facts:— In 1773 there was one eonferenci!, 
six circuits and stations, ton preachers, 
and 1,100 church members. There aro 
now in tho Methodist Episcopal Church 
7(i conferences, over 10,000 travelling 
preachers, and nearly one million and a 
half of members. Besides theso there 
aro the Methodist Episcopal Church South 
and the several Non-Episcopal jSIethodist 
bodies. The Eov. Dr. Eyerson appeared 
on tho occasion as the repiesoutativo of 
the Wesleyan Methodist Conforeuco of 
Canada, and read an elaborate paper on 
tho rise and progress of the body. Tho de- 
nomination iri Canada now numbers 70- 
GS-i members, 682 paeachers, and 233 mis- 
sionaries, and during last year Methodist 
(.'!iu relies have been built at tho rate of 
ono a day. 

New SiiirvAUD and Ways. — W^hilo the 
Local Government have done and arc doing 
absolutely nothing towards carrying out 
their horoinn pledge to secure a Dry 
Dock at Esqaimalt, twoenterprisingmen, 
unaided by Government subsidy or grant, 
have gone quietly to work and construct- 
ed in this harbor first-class facilities f(n- 
d^-ckiug, repairing or constructing ships 
of large burthen. They have leased from 
tho Dominion Government Hope Point— 
a portion of the Indian Ecserve -and 
have constructed ways four In(ii(ln:il and 
sevenlii-firc feet in length.

This work lias not been 
accomplished except at gr(;at outlay by 
the proinietors— iMessrs. Collins A Cook 
—who arc deserving of great jiraisc; and 
if anyone desires to see what energy 
luid perseverance can accomplish, when 
combined with ntitural advantages, he has 
hut t<) cross bv tho ferry at the foot of 
Johnson street, take the first trail lead- 
ing to the right and in two minutes' wall;

Goveriiin(>iit. 

rifaiiy years must ellipse before similar 
results can lie ohtuined in nowly settled 
and sparsely j)0])ulated countries ; but wo 
can So shape our course us to avoid the 
evils of tho past and i)rt'sent land policy. 
This coidd be best done, I think, by 
adoi)ting th(>Chineso laud system, 'i'hore 
the State never alienates tho land, but all 
lands unoccupied aro open to any that 
will occnjiy and imjirovo them. The 
charge by the State is a percentage on tho 
actual yield per acre. . ; J. C.

While cruising in the Bed Sea a short 
tiflfie since the captain of the British war 
steamer Thetis seized several boats engag- 
ed in tho pearl lishery which were sii])- 
posed to be slavers. Uiit'ovtniiiiti'ly 
there was no interpreter at hand tiirougli 
which the captain could comiiiunieate 
with tho crews of the captnied bouts, and 
concluding that they were lawful prizos.iis 
hei ooqld not reihdye iiliem to Aden he set 
fire to them. In the struggle that follow- 
ed the burning of tho boats tlireo of the 
crew were killed, one was roasted todeath 
another was shot, and a third drowned. 
The rest ivere landeil on a desert island 
at the month of tho Red Sea, without 
water or provisions, and left to take care 
of tliomsolves. They were afterwards res- 
cued by a passing boat. The damage 
done to the jjroperty is about §200,000 
and as the owners of tho boats are said to 
be Turkish subjects, compensation will 
probably (bo made bj^ tho British Gov- 
ernment. The conduct of tho captain of 
the Thetis is unaeeountabld, as he had no 
right to make any captures at all in the 
Eed Sea, and not being in possession of 
"slave pollers" he could not make any
